LINCOLN, Neb., May 14.—A coroner's 
inquest into the murder of Mrs. Sid 
Mackey by her husband and the subse- 
quent suicide of the latter near Fair- 
bury, Neb., discloses a tragedy unusual 
in the criminal annals of the State. 

Mackey was a wealthy widower with 
several grown children, and married the 
woman 18 months ago. They quarreled 
frequently, and Mackey, brooding over 
his unhappiness, bought a revolver three 
weeks ago. Saturday morning a woman 
neighbor entered the house and found 
Mackey’s body on a bed, a ghastly 
‘wound in the temple and a pistol 
clutched in his hand. 

Several days previously he had told 
the neighbors that his wife had gone 
on a visit, and it. was not until the 
Coroner reached the scene, six hours 
later, that the woman’s corpse was dis- 
covered in another room. 


Flowers on Her Body. 


Mrs. Mackey's body lay on a bed part- 
ly covered by a shroud. A bullet hole 
in the head disclosed the manner of 
death. The hands were crossed above 
the t and her head was .almost 
completely hidden by a mass of flowers.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 14.—Acting 
the role of a burglar to reach the wom- 
an who was suing him for divorce 
William Selle, 50 years old, broke into 
the home of Frederick Luebke, 1513 
Booth street, shortly before daylight to- 
day, made his way to the room of Mrs. 
Selle, his wife, employed as Mr. 
Luebke'’s housekeeper, and killed her 
with a revolver. 

The enraged man shot at his ll-year- 
old daughter, Louise, then put a bul- 
let in his own temple, dying instantly. 
The girl escaped injury. The Coroner 
will hold an inquest on both victims 
of the tragedy. 

Mrs. Selle left her husband two months 
ago and began suit for divorce, alleg- 
ing cruelty, and, pending the ending of 
the suit, she was keeping house for 
Luebke, an aged widower, and his two 


sons. 

Selle went to the house shortly be- 
fore dawn, broke in a cellar window 
and made his way to Mrs, Selle’s room 
without awakening any one. Mrs. 
Selle, however, awoke as he entered 
the room and screamed, “My . God, 
Selle!” 

Her screams awoke the Luebkes and 
they ran toward the room. elle, 
however, drew a revolver from his 
pocket. The first shot struck Mrs. 
Selle in the mouth and she fell dead. 

Louise tried to escape from the 
room, a@nd though she touched her 
father as she went by, he fired two 
shots at her, but both missed. Selle, 
waving his revolver, ran into the 
hall, Knocking down Arthur Lubke, 
one of the sons of the owner of the 
house, as he passed. 

Later, when Luebke left Mrs. Selle’s 
room to go for a doctor, he fell over 
the body of Selle in the dark hall. 
S@le had put a bullet in his own tem- 
ple and died in the house.

.BERLIN, May 14.—Tbe Orient corre- 
Spondent has just made public the text 
of a letter written by Publius Lentulus, 
an officer of Pontius Pilate’s court, to 
the Roman Emperor, which, as an-' 
nounced last week, was recently discov- 
ered in the library of the Lazarist Fath- 
ers. 

‘If this letter proves authentic it may 
be considered the most important his- 
tovicai document ever discovered regard- 
ing the personality of Jesus. It pur- 
ports to have been written just as 
Christ was beginning his preaching 
through Judea. It reads: 

“T have learned, O Caesar, that you 
desired some information regarding this 
virtuous man called Jesus, the Christ 
whom the people consider a prophet and 
his disciples regard as the son of God, 
creator of heaven and earth. 

“It is a fact that every day one hears 
wonderful things told of him. To be 
brief, he makes the dead rise. And he 
heals the sick. 

“He is a man of medium size, whose 
avpearance indicates both great sweet- 
ness and such an amount of dignity 
that one feels in looking.at him that he 
must love~him and at the same time 
fear him. 

“His hair, down to his ears, is of the 
color of ripe walnuts and hangs down 
on his shoulders; is a light blond and

his-beard, of the-same color as his halr, 
is curly, and although got very long,

“His eyes are rather severe and shine 
like the sun.

navigable waterways and harbors of the 
nation. 

Small Sum Hequested, 

“The wer and .navy, including the 
pension fund disbursement, receive over 
40 per cent of our revénue at the present 
time. In asking a large sum: for the 
rivers and harbors, less than 7 per cent 
is requested for the benefit of the agr'- 
cultural and commercial interests, from 
which all the wealth of the nation is 
derived. 

“In the past decade, it has been cus- 
tomary for Congress to make a trien- 
nial appropriation of $19,251,781, which is 
a mere ‘bagatelle.’ *’ 

“At the Washington convention we 
had 600 delegates, representing 110 
commercial organizations amd water- 
ways and 34 states of ‘the Union. An 
Executive Committee of 7° was ap- 
pointed to take charge of the active 
campaign in behalf of larger river ap- 
propriations. But the object of our 
organjzation should not be misunder- 
stood.’ Our purpose is not to benefit 
any particul locality, sfut.* rather 
devote our en€rgies to thé, upbulldigz 
of the whole ¢ountry by the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors every- 
si lg We don’t want to play favor- 

es. 

“President Roosevelt was most cor- 
dial in his indorsement 6éf our work 
and promised us evtry assistance. The 
St. Louls convention should be the 
most important from the standpoint 
of the commercial interests of the 
Southwest that has. ever been held. 

“T find that the business men here 
are fully alive to the opportunity that 
is knocking at their doors. All we 
have to do-is crystallize public senti- 
ment, get the proper moving influ- 
ences behind our Congressmen and 
oo ae and Congress will do the 
rest,

GRANTED DWVORCt 


Judge Finds No Difference Be- 
tween Drunkenness and 
Intoxication. 


There is no difference between geét- 
ting drunk and getting intoxicated, ac- 
cording to Circuit Judge Hough. He 
granted a divorce Monday to Mrs. Anna 
C. Kirksey of 4828 Page boulevard from 
Walter P. Kirksey, who denied that he 
ever got drunk, but admitted that he 
sometimes became intoxicated. 

At the trial of the case two weeks 
ago, Kirksey, who is a clerk in. the 
offices of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railroad, strongly denied that he had 
ever been-drunk in his life, but con- 
fessed that he had on some occasions 
been intoxicated. He defined drunken- 
ness as the condition in which a man 
has forgotten where he lives and what 
car will take him there, and said he 
was always able to get home. He had a 
lot of his associates, who made the same 
fine distinction, to testify that they had 
never seen him ‘‘drunk.”’ 

In deciding against Kirksey Monday, 
Judge Hough said: : 

“The plaintiff alleged that her hus- 
band had been a drunkard for a year. 
The evidence on this was conflicting. 
The defendant brought his fellow clerks 
in a railroad office to testify to his con- 
duct during the day, but their testi- 
mony did not contradict that of wit- 
nesses for the plaintiff as to his be- 
havior during the night. 

May Be Sober Next Day. 

“IT take it to be a vhysiological fact, 
of which judicial notice may be taken, 
that a man may be intoxicated at night 
and sober the next day, and that this 
‘may continue for a long period of time, 
depending on the physiéal constitution 
of such a periodocial inebriate. 

“Unimpeached testimony was to the 
effect that the defendant was drunk, or 
intoxicated, as he called it, twice a 
week for a year, but, even conceding 
that the charge of habitual drunkten- 
ness is not sustained, the evidence does 
amply establish the fact that the de- 
fendant drank almost constantly to ex- 
cess and that his conduct at times whea 
hs was drinking was tuch as to make 
the condition of any sensitive-and self- 
respecting woman Intolerable.’’*

Proof of Use of Drugs Lacking, 
Except for Dying 
Statement.

One arrest has been made in connec- 
tion with the murder and robbery of 
John Hickey in Madison, and the au- 
thorities expect to arrest two or three 
other suspects within 24 hours. 
The man now under arrest is Tony 
Jarbic, bartender at King George's 8a- 
loon, where Hickey has seen drinking 
late Wednesday afternoon. Jarbic was 
taken into custody Sunday at the sa- 
loon and is held on suspicion, pending 
the Coroner’s inquest. Jarbic has en- 
gaged a lawyer, and by his advice has 
refused to make any statement. 
The authorities say the evidence 
against Jarbic is circumstantial, but 
sufficiently strong to require explana- 
tion. It is certain that Hickey was in 
King George's saloon and that he 
drank beer there for which he refused 
to pay. He was seen by a policeman 
who did not think the’ circumstances 
warranted an arrest. 
This was Wednesday afternoon. Early 
the next morning Hickey was found in 
an alley unconscious. He was taken 
to the calaboose, where he died within 
a few hours. Though he is known to 
have had $500 a few hours before his 
death, only a penny was found in his 
pockets when he was arrested, 
Seen Dividing Money, 
Coroner Streeper and Deputy Coro- 
ner Voorhees say they have proof that 
the bartender was seen dividing a con- 
siderable sum of money with other 
men in the saloon Wednesday night. 
They want him to tell where and how 
he got the money, and to whom he was 
paying it. 
Dr. W. H. Grayson of Granite City 
held an autopsy on Hickey’s body Sun- 
day. He found evidence that the man 
had been sandbagged. There was 4 
bruise across the side of the head that 
was sufficiently extensive to have 
caused unconsciousness and perhaps 
death. The skin was not not broken and

tion where most of the 2000 men em- 
ployed there reported for duty at 5 
o'clock this morning. They wanted im- 
mediately to march out in a body and 
celebrate the Russian Mayday, but final- 
ly agreed to work till 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. The Admiral, however, made 
a speech to the men, saying that he 
could not agree to their leaving work at 
2 o’cloc, and the matter was left open. 
At about 9:30 a. m., according to an 
officer who was at the gate of the 
works, the Admiral was emerging 
from a small shop in the works when 
a workman, who had been concealed 
around the corner of the _ building, 
leaped on Kuzmich from behind and 
drove a long dagger into his back. 
The Admiral fell forward on his face, 
which was badly cut by stones, and 
died immediately. / The assassin fled 
into a large forge, where he was lost 
among the men employed there. 


Vain Search for Slayer. 
The works were promptly surround- 
ed by troops and police, but the 
search for the murderer was unavail- 


ing, his comrades professing ignor- 
ance of his identity. 

The police say_that it is ev ident that 
the assassination of the Admiral had 
been planned in advance. The dagger 
which was found on the spot was con- 
cealed round a stick like a sword cane. 

Among the workmen are many former 
sailors and revolutionists. Kuzmich had 
a bad reputation among the workmen, 
being regarded as hard and despotic.

CHASED POLICEMAN 
WH -BALL BAI 


Grocer’s Atrest for Alleged 
“Lid Lifting’ Made Un- 
der Difficulties. 


The arrest of William Tiepelmann, 
who runs a grocery store and saloon at 
5449 St. Louis avenue, was accomplished 
Sunday morning under difficulties and 
after one policeman had been put to 
flight by a woman armed with a base- 
ball bat. Tiepelmann was taken to the 
Mounted District Station and charged 
with violating the Sunday-closing law. 

About 8:3 Sunday morning Policeman 
Tully, in citizen's clothes, asked if he 
could buy a drink of whisky. Witnesses 
agree on this point, but they disagree 
as to the result of the inquiry. 

Tiepelmann, his wife, Mrs. Mary Beel, 
his sister-in-law, and Mrs. Christina 
Schaefer, his mother-in-law, say that no 
liquor was sold to Tully. 

“When Tully entered the store the 











bar was closed as usual,” said Mrs. 
Beel Monday morning. “He asked if 
there was ‘anything doing,’ and was 


told that there was not in the way of 
lifting the lid. He persisted, but 
again met a refusal. Then my mother 
entered the place with a whisky bot- 
tle in her hand. She wanted vinegar 
put in. 

Chased Him With Bat. 

“Tully grabbed the bottle and said 
he would help himself. My mother re- 
sisted and Tiepelmann went to her aid. 
Tully struck Tiepelmann on the nose 
and knocked him down. Then I went 
into the back room, got a baseball 
bat and chased Tully out. I did not 
hit him, though I made motions. 

“Pretty soon he came back with an- 
other man. He was a policeman, too, 
but we did not know that. The men 
drew revolvers and scared the custom- 
ers who were in the _ store. After 
awhile they showed ‘their stars and ar- 
rested Tiepelmann. After he was taken 
to the wagon, they came back, abused 
me and my sister and accused us of 
stealing Tully’s club. 

“They used bad language, called us 
names and swore at us, threatening to 
arrest us, but finally went away with- 
out taking anyone but Tippleman. No 
liquor was sold to Tully nor to anyone 
else Sunday.’

This is because she is an excellent comedian, vital with a fine gayety and 
buryancy recalling the best lighter work of Adelaide Neilson of 2% years ago, 
and also because, underneath the temperamental joyousness of her art, 
there is a deep seriousness which seems to demand her highest effort at every 
moment of her work on the stage. Miss Stewart is undeniably an admirable 
actress, 80 very good, indeed, that it will be astonishing if she doesn’t make 
the London hit for which she is now headed and come back to New York with 
all the glamor of an English success enveloping her name. For she's not go- 
ing to play in New York this season—she’s just making a preliminary Amer- 
joan trial in certain other American cities preparatory to a London appear- 


ance. 


Most of us have seen ‘‘Sweet Nell of Old Drury.’ It's a sparkling story 
With a very vital central character, but this certral character of Nell Gwynn 
didn’t sult Ada Rehan precisely because the American actress failed some- 
what in the soubrette phase of the role—the orange girl phase—in the story's 
first part. Here, however, Miss Stewart is excellent—and she is even better 
Jater on when Nell Gwynn, the poor orange girl, becomes Nell Gwynn the 
great Drury Lane star and favorite of King Charles II. The Australian ac- 
tress with the beautiful face and marvelous voice satisfies the soul’s expecta- 
ton of Nell, and last night's house told her so through the medium of almost

Mr. Harcourt Beatty, as King Cherles; Mr. James Lindsay, as Sir Roger Fair- 
fax; Mr. Albert Gran, as Lord Jeffreys, and Misses Dora and Marie Rignold, 
as Lady Olivia Vernon and Lady Castlemaine, respectively. The Lord Jef- 
frey of Mr. Gran is somewhat overstrained along melodramtaic lines now and 
then, however. <A clever bit of incidental character work was done by Mr. 
Dudley Clinton; as Percival, a down-at-the-heels provincial actor and old-time 
friend of Nell Gwynne’s, and the minor roles in the cast were adequately 
taken. The play is uncommonly well staged, its settings having the appearance 
of being historically accurate and carefully worked out. It deserves to score a 
@uocess that would be inevitable had it come at an earlier moment of a season 


that Is now practically ended.

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POOL MAKES GOTHAM | 
MECCA OF PUGILISTS 
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Magistrate’s Decision Which Makes Boxing Legal Before Members 
of Clubs on Whose Premises Matches Are Contested, Brings 
the Mitt Men to the Great White Way. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May § 14.—Magistrate 
Pool, sitting in the Jefferson Market 
Court, New York, drove the wedge 
that makes 20-round glove contests pos- 
Sible in that city. The accommodating 
magistrate, in citing the law in_ the 
case, said there can be no violation of 
the law provided the spectators are 
members of the club holding the fight. 

The case was brought before the mag- 
istrate by the prearranged arrest of 
Joseph Dunn and Harry Phillips, a 
pair of preliminary fighters to the 
Schreck-Hart windup at the recent 
Madison Square Garden boxing show. 
After listening to the arguments he 
declared that as only those who had 
purchased cards of membership in the 
club had been admitted there had been 
no violation of the law and discharged 
the two pugilists. 

His decision is the first of its kind 
in New York since the repeal of the 
Horton law, and as the police commis- 
sioners were represented in court it is 
possible Pool's favorable decision will 
stand. This is the best piece of news 
that has been dished out to the fight- 
ers in years and all roads, for the next 
few months, will lead to Manhattan 
Island. Regarding the membership of 
clubs, that will be overcome by mak- 
‘ing every fight fan, with the price, a 
member, and as the dyed-in-the-wool 
fight follower can dig up money to see 
a scrap quicker than for anything else, 
members can be manufactured at the 
raie of one per minute. 

Fights Past and to Come. 


The club which secured the favorable 
decision held its first fistic entertain- 
ment on the night of May 3, with heavy- 
weights Schreck and Hart as the star 
attraction. The bouts were limited to 
four rounds, too short for decisive work 
for sume big fellows, with the result 
that the main bout, according to some 


reports, was unsatisfactory. Schreck, 
when he returned to Chicago, stated the 
bout pleased the management and that 
‘he had Hart on the verge of a decisive 
defeat in the third round and that the 
Louisville fighter hung on MIlike grim 
death in the last round to stay the 
limit. 

This club at present is arranging to 
pull off a number of 10-round contests 
and has matched Joe Gans and Willie 
Lewis for its next entertainment. This, 
should it take place, will be Gans’ first 
fight in New York since May 2, 1900, 
when he knocked out Dal Hawkins be- 
fore the Broadway A. C. in three rounds. 
That was one of the hardest and fastest 
fights I ever saw. as it was a continual 
session of slugging from the moment 
they put up their hands until Dal went 
to the canvas for the count. It was 
either man’s fight every minute they 
were at it. both going down repeatedly 
and arising staggering. It was one of 
the few honestly fought battles that 
‘took place in New York in the final 
months of the Horton law, which was 
repealed and went into effect on Sept. 1 
of that vear. 


Fakes of the Old Days. 


The last two important fights under 
the law were between Joe Walcott and 
Tommy West and Jim Corbett and 
“Kid’’ McCoy, and were jobs pure and 
simple. The Walcott-West job was 

ulled off on Aug. . Those in the

win and that during the fight when Joe 
was beating Tommy to a frazzle. At 
the end of the eleventh round it was 
any odds Walcott would win, but when 
time was called for round 12 Joe did not 
answer to the call, claiming he had 
injured him arm, so Referee Charley 
White awarded the fight to West, 
while the sure thing sports ‘“‘cashed.’’

greenbacks by faking it for five rounds, 
the “Kid” feigning a knockout in that 
session. “And why not?’ they said.

Scores of sporting men 
wh» delignt in seeing boxers perform 
enireated Mr. O'Rourke to enter the lo- 
cal field and, with a clubhouse which 
would be a permanent home, where 
members could have the advantage not 
enjoyed by members of other clubs— 
that of training in their own quarters, 
cater to champions and give bouts 
which would be worth the large assess- 
ment fees they were willing to pay.” 

It cannot be possible that those who 
were familiar with the manner in which 
O'Rourke conducted his bouts are clam- 
oring for Tom to re-enter the field, as 
a great number of the fights he pulled 
off left a dark-brown taste in the 
mouths of the lovers of square sport.

Bull’s Isle Are Beginning to Take Up the Sport of America 
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in Very Serious Fashion. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
and New York Worid. 


LONDON, May 14.—Americans who 
have noticed that a fresh-movement !s 
on foot to popularize the game of base- 
ball in Great Britain may not have 
taken it with any great seriousness, 
several previous attempts to make Brit- 
ishers “play ball’ having failed igno- 
miniously. 

The recent activity in this direction, 
however, bas seemed from the first to 
mean business. Interviews with promi- 
nent athletic authorities make it appear 
as if baseball is on the point of becom- 
ing firmly established in this country. 
In fact, many former cricket enthusl- 
asis predict the time is surely coming 
when the faster American game will 
delinitely have taken its place. 

A big meeting of sportsmen has just 
been held at the Charterhouse Hotel in 
London at which the sole topic of con- 
versation was the introduction of base- 
ball in England, and in order to gain 
further information as to the progress 
of the movement I called on a large 
importer of American sporting goods 
and had an interview with the manager,

“It is undoubtedly true,”’ he said, ‘that 
American baseball has come to stay this 
time.'We have just cabled to the United 
States orders to the extent of $6000 for 
baseball outfits, and indications lead us 
to believe that there is to be a tremend- 
ous revival of baseball throughout En- 
gland. The principal organizer of this 
movement is Nelson P. Cook, who is 
well known in sporting circles. He is 
meeting with encouragement on every 
hand. : 

‘There are no less than eight teams 
organized. Some of these are already 
playing regulation American baseball. 
Among them are the teams of Totten- 
ham, Fulham, Woolwich, West Ham, 
Brentford, Chelsea, Milwall, and last, 
but not by any means least, the Nonde- 
scripts of London, the last named made 
up principally of men on the staffs of 
various London newspapers.
